Agrarian Interests. 

Not long ago attention was directed 
to tha circumstanco of the compari- 
tively excellent land law of last session 
being permitted to remain a dead let- 
ter on our statute-books for lack of tho 
necessary proclamation to quicken it. 
The possession of amoro comploto and 
liberal land system was so very gener- 
ally felt and tho superiority of the one 
refered to was so universally acknowl- 
edged that nothing short of the 
strongest reason could well justify tho 
conduct of the Exuectve in thus con- 
tinuing month after month to deprive 
the country of its unquestionable ad- 
vantages. It is to be presumed that 
there does exist some substantial rea- 
son; but we confess that we cannot con- 
ceive what it is. Certainly we have no 
eoollection of anything of tho kind 
being advanced in the House during 
the progress of tho measure; and it is 
fair to assume that if any reasons ox- 
isted why the measure should not at 
once go into operation they would 
have been stated at a time and place 
which would have admitted of discuss- 
ion. The action of the Executive in 
withholding this measure so long in- 
volves grave responsibility, and it 
must not be supposed tbat the roasons 
which have led to it shall not be de- 
manded whenever the Legislature re- 
assemblos. It is at all times and under 
all circumstances of the very 
first importance to oncourago and pro- 
mote by every legitimate means tho devel- 
opment of tho agricultural resources of 
the country; for it is, after all, upon tho 
d»Tdlopment ef those that permanent 
prosperity and 'wellbing muit chiefly de- 
pend. Tha development of the mineral 
and forest wealth is no donbt very iin- 
jportant; but it must at once bo seen tbat 
if these and other industries nro to feud 
on foreign productions they will loavo 
the country comparitivtly poor. It is 
because tto are doeply impressed 
with the primary importance of pro- 
moting settlement and production that 
we greedge the delay in setting in motion 
a land system so well calculated to fac- 
ilitate the attainment of that important 
object; and it is earnestly hoped that un- 
less Mine insuperable barrier interposes 
no further time will be lost in giving tho 
country tho full benefit of the now land 
laws. While on the subject, we may bo 
permitted to allude to the twenty-mile 
belt railway reservation between Esqui- 
malt and Seymour Narrows. If the re- 
lease of that land could be presumod in 
any way to interfere with or prejudice 
the claims of British Columbia in res- 
pect of the railway obligations of the Do- 
minion, w« should hesitate to enter into 
even a disoussion of the subject. It is 
difficult to see, howevor, in what way the 
two are connected, more especially when 
viewed in ihe light of statements made by 
tho present Premier of tho Dominion. 
That gentleman has stated, what every- 
body ought to have known, that the more 
the country is settled up the less expen- 
sive will railway construction become. 
Assuming, therefore, that tho railway is 
to pass down through that belt, it is des- 
irable from every point of view that set- 
tlement thoreon should bo promoted. How 
can that bo done so long as it is kept 
looked up? If one might judge from the 
enquiries made, many persons would be 
disposed to enter upon these lands wero 
they thrown open, especially if, along 
with the removal of tho reserve tho now 
land system wero put into operation; and 
it must be admitted that if railway con- 
struction is to commence on this Island 
or even on the seaboard of the Mainland, 
the productive capacity of the country 
will be put to a severe tost. Surely tho 
Exoentire has now had abundant time to 
ascertain from Mr. Mackenzie whether 
there exists any cogent reason either of 
Federal or Provincial policy why tho re- 
serve in quostion should be longer con- 
tinued. On principles of strict justieo, 
we are woll aware that not a word could 
ba urged in dofence of it. At the time 
the reservation was made tho conditions 
which would have entitled tho Federal 
authorities to demand it had no existonco. 
More than twolvo mouths have transpired 
since it was made, and yot no stop has 
bean takon on the part of the Fcdoral 
Government of a nature to ontitlo thorn 
to claim its continuance. 

Dominion Mail Summary. 

Ottawa, Juno 22 — The agreement con- 
cerning the coasting trads arrived at in 
the Reciprocity Trenly is that both na- 
tions shall have equal privileges on lake 
coasts, and on tho seaboard, including 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, things Bhall ro- 
main as they aro. 

Tho temperance delegates havo all left 
for home. They were delighted witli tho 
hospitality shown thorn at tho capital of 
the Dominion. 

Prince Edward Island is gazettod flTili- 
tary district No. 12, with Col. J. H. Gray 
as D.A.G. 

Chief Justice Richards, the Chancel- 
lor, and Chief Justice Hagarty- -decided 
on Saturday that hiring teams was not 
under the law as it stood at tho last Do- 
minion election such a corrupt practice 
as would void an election, and struck out 
olausos raising that point in tho Eust and 
Centre Toronto election cases. 

Tho Winnipeg Nor- Wcstcraaya thatRiol 
was in St. Paul, Minn., on tho 28th ult., 
and in conversation thoro stated that ho 
would not again aocopt the nomination of 
Provenohor.

Queen's Bench held this week at Winni- 
pog.but has been postponed to a special 
term to bo held. 

Gcorgo Bellhoimcr, an unfortunate 
prisoner on his way to Pembina, Mani- 
toba, to attend tho recent term of court 
there, jumped from the hurricane dock of 
one of tho Red river steamers while 
handcuffed and rescued a drowning child. 
He proved himself a bravo man, gained 
tho sympathy of everybody, proved him- 
self in court innocent of tho crimos with 
which ho was charged, and is now froo 
and happy. 

Toronto, Juno 2G. — Tho Olobe pub- 
lishes a cable dispatch from its London 
correspondent which says tho Groat 
Western Investigation Committee report, 
juut published, condemns tho present 
managomont. It enumerates casos of 
careless administration and lavish and 
reckless expenditures, etc. The past has 
been ono of serious error in the policy of 
the management, of expenditure and ox- 
travagance without check or limitation.

Tho Bank of Cali forniu. 



AN INSTITUTION WITH A CAPITAL OP $25,- 
000,000 DECLARED TO BE AN ILLEGAL 
CORPORATION. 



The case of the Bank of California 
against George S. Collins and others, 
which is an action on a draft for $5,000 in 
gold, was tried in the Supreme Court in 
Now York, boforo Justieo Lawrence yes- 
terday. Defendants having donied the 
existence of tho bank as a corporation, it- 
appeared in evidence that the bank churn- 
ed to be organized under ageneral statute 
of California, allowing tho organization 
of corporations for the purpose of trade 
and commerce. Tho certificate under 
which it claimed to bo organized showed 
it to be as a bank end for banking pur- 
poses. 

Mr. Winchester Britton, counsel for 
defendants, moved to dismiss the com- 
plaint on tho ground that the plaintiff 
was not a legally organized corporation, 
under tho statute referred to, as "trndo 
and commerce" did not includo banking. 

The court held the point well taken, and 
dismissed tho complaint, thereby holding 
that the plaintiff has no legal existonco as 
a bank. 

This is a very important decision, tho 
Bank of California being one of tho most 
important corporations of its kind in the 
country, and estimated as having a capi- 
tal of 825,000,000.— Brooklyn En'jle, June 
15th.

Railway Surreys. 

The Ottawa Times has a oougrrttulatory 
article upon tho vigorous and successful 
progress of the Pacific Bail way surveys. 
The oponing paragraph is as folUws: 

"It is understood that a renewed effort 
will bo made to find a foasible route by 
the Fraser Valley iu Columbia, or by tho 
. Ohitukoveyuk River, which falls iuto tho 
Prasor, near its mouth, and tho Similko- 
meen Valley, towards Princeton, joining 
• rout j No. 1 on Fleming's map, near Karn- 
loopi." 

"Mr. Horotzky will penetrate tho Cas- 
cade range by Gardinor's Inlet, which is 
navigable far inland, and from which a 
good passable routo is reported by Fran- 

' ooi» Lako, Fort Fraser, and tho Nechaco 
Biver to tho North bond of the Fraser. 
This route, if finally adoptad, will onablo 
the Government to reach tho Pacific wa- 
ters by a shorter line thuu any other, but 
at a point morn than a hundred miles 
north of Vancouver Island." 

The Free Press, in an article ou tho 
lime subject, saya: 

"The result of the exploratory surveys 
of the Canada Pacific liailway havo been 
bo far satisfactory that portions of the 
lino will bo locatod finally as speedily as 
possible, and angiueers for that purpose 
■will bo despatched "at ones. Onth* wost- 
•rn end of the road, where the greater 

' angfneeriug difficulties aro experienced, 
two partius will be Bent out to ascertain 
•wh«re the moat favorable road may be 
loumd." 



. Oswald Gray visitod these parts some 
time ago and has since been sketching 
them iu the columns of the Liverpool Led- 
ger. For salubrity of climate, beauty 
of scenery, vaitnoss of natural wealth and 
adaption to tho general purposes of em- 
pire, he gives the country bordoriujf on 
Pugot Sound as well as British Columbia 
high rank. "Not only is tha climate of 
British Columbia agreenble," ho writes, 
"but the country affords ample facilities 
for trade in its abundance of merchant- 
able timber, and its watars abounding 
■with fish, and in tho large deposits of coal 
and the ordinary metals, such as iron and 
copper, and the preciouB motals of silver 
and gold, and largo quantities of tho lat- 
ter still continue to be shipped from the 
colony, though mining is suck precariouB 
and risky work." He predicts wonderful 
results from tho opening of oither of tho 
northern railways (tho Canada Pacific 
and the Northern Pacific) connecting tho 
Atlantic and tho Pacific, which ho claims 
will prove tho "inauguration of a now era 
of progress on the coast of the great Paci- 
flo Ocean. 

Examination of the children of Craig- 
flower Sohool — Eogisler list, 27 children;

Nothing serious was thought of 
it at tho time; but ho gradually grew 
worse, and when ho sought modical aid 
at Now "Westminster ho was told his caso 
was hopeless. Mr. Grovo was a native 
of Canada, aged about 33years, was much 
respected, and at tho timo of his death 
was iu a most prosperous way of businose. 

Touonto Complisiented. — A temper- 
ance meeting was hold at tho Temperance 
Hall on tho 21st Juno, and was ad.lressed 
by the Hon. W. 0. Clarke, of California, 
and Mr. Murray, of New Orleans, two of 
th* delegatus to the National Division of 
the Sous of Temperance at its late session 
in Ottawa. Tho gontleraon congratulated 
the citizens of Toronto on tho high moral 
character of their city. Tho taverns and 
saloons were all closed on tho Sabbath 
daj. It was tho only city of tho size in 
which they had not soon any porsou drunk 
on tho streots. _ 

A Committee of tho Houso of Repre- 
sentatives at Washington reported against 
thanking Sir Lambton from tho "fact" 
that his protest against tho oxocution of 
tha Virginus prisoners was ineffectual 
while that presented by Commander Cush 
ingof tli9 steamer Wyoming was respect- 
ed. Tho committee say Gushing did his 
duty gallantly, and they evidently think 
it would bo invidious to him to compli- 
ment a British officor under the circum- 
stances. Shabby! 

Tim London Neivs has this: — Six young 
ladies aro at this moment "studying for 
the Bar."

Europe- 

London, Juno 24. — Tho summer meet- 
ing at Newcastlo-on-Tyno commenced 
yesterday. Tho Northumberland Plato 
was run for to-day and won by Lily Ag- 
nes, Luuiso sucoud and Owhattan third. 
Twelve horses started. Tho last hotting 
was 7 to 4 against tho former and 5 to 1 
against Louise and 20 to 1 against Owhat- 
tan. 

In the Houso of Commons to-day Plim- 
soll's bill requiring an official survey of 
merchant ships before sailing was reject- 
ed by a voto of yeas, 170; aays, 173. 

Archbishop Canterbury's bill for tho 
better regulation of church services is 
likely to lead to very serious consoquonoes 
The bill has boon prepared under tho di- 
rect, inspection of tha Queen, and is in- 
tondod to check ritualistic practices now 
so largely prevalent. The Iiitualists are 
furious about it, and doclaro that if car- 
ried tho immodiate consequence will be 
tho secession of a large number both of 
tho clergymen and laymen from the 
established church, and tho organizatBon 
of a church of their own, with one or two 
of the Colonial Bishops at their head. 

Sir Bartle Frere having rosigned tho 
Presidency of tho Royal Geographical 
Society, Sir Henry liawlinson, former 
President, has boon olectod. 

M. Oonrbet, artist, has been condemn- 
ed to pay tho reconstruction of the Ven- 
oine column. 

London, Juno 25 — 5 a. m. — A dispatch 
to tho Times from Paris says it is assorted 
thero that the King of Bavaria will bo 
summoned to ICissingea noxt week by 
Prince Bismarck, who will remonstrate 
with him against the separation tendency 
of the Bavarian policy. If the King is 
obdurate, a council of Gorman royalties 
will be nonvenod to consider the matter, 
with the view of obtaining the abdication 
of King Louis and the enthronement of a 
more subservient relative. 

Home, Juno 20— The Popo to-day, in 
receiving a deputation from the Bornan 
nobility, said tho demonstration of San- 
nsy last wa3 a spontaneous and magnifi- 
cent act of tho people. Tho counter de- 
monstration of Wednesday wns impious 
and tho miserable work of tho sons of 
darkness. The Pope addod that he had 
received a letter urging him to quit Rome 
because his person was not safe, but he 
declined ; he would remain here as long 
as God permitted. 

London, Juno 20— In the House of 
Commons to-day Capt. Baillio Cochrane 
move to rosolvo in favor of interference 
of the Government for judicial reform in 
Egypt, because England is deeply inter- 
ested in tho interrupted navigation of the 
Suoz Canal. 

Mr. Botirke, Under Foreign Socratary, 
stated that tho chief obstacle to such re- 
form was tho government of Franco, who 
hesitated to abandon the position she had 
acquired in Egypt. If sho persisted in 
her refusal to conform with tho viows of 
other powers, tho only course that re- 
mained for thorn would be to act without 
her. 

Capt. Cochrane'.! motion was not agreed 
to. 

Tho opponents of the Public Worship 
Regulation Bill, which passed the Houso 
of Lords last night, declare that it is use- 
less and dangerous; that it affects the 
quostion of doctrine unfavorably; attacks 
ttio ritualists unfairly, and jeopardizing 
tho union of tho State and Church. The 
Marquis of Salisbury, Secretary for India, 
and other Tories, opposed tho measure, 
and it is understood they will appeal to 
the House of Commons to reject it. Tho 
bill reorganized tho present cumbersome 
Ecclesiastical Courts so as to enable them 
to take speedy cognizance of new ceremo- 
nies. 

Mr. Arch has consented to go to Cana- 
da with a party of agricultural laborers. 

At a meeting of farmers at Newmarket, 
one of tho speakers declared thatho would 
undertake to import from Canada a suffi- 
cient number of unemployed laborers to 
fill tho places of tho men locked out in 
his section of tho country.
